WAW men have revealed noth- 
ing. "The only ones testifying axe 
the infiltrators,” Mike Oliver of 
San Francisco VVAW S3id. 

The Justice Department offered 
complete immunity to four men, 
and other such conditions the men 
are forced to testify or be jailed. 
They, however, have remained 
mum. . 

The Justice Department's ex-

WAW people rallying to their 
support have demonstrated in from

full fatigues. 

The Grand Jury investigation 
was set up by Guy Goodwin, the 
special prosecutor from the In- 
ternal Security Division of the 
Justice Dcpatment, who set up the 
Grand Juries for the Panther 21 
in New York, Ellsberg and Les- 
lie Bacon in Seattle. 

Another Grand Jury to question 
WAW leaders is being set up by 
Goodwin for Portland, Oregon, jt 
was reported. 

Lawyers on behalf of WAV? 
have gone to the district court in 
New Orleans three times seeking 
to get the WAW leaders free cJf 
his Grand Jury obligation, but 
have failed. The court refused 
even to let two of Ute men free 
whose homes had been ransacked 
by police who, they say, threatened 
to kill their wives, in Fayette- 
ville, Arkansas when they were 
gone. 

O'Donnell of the SF VVAW of- 
fice told BARB that the 15-hour 
tape of the FBI agent's confession 
has already been ployed for the 
major news media in Gainesville,
